For those who do not keep up with the DX publications, the U.S. IRC went up in 
price with the 32 cent stamp, and it for some time has not been enough for a 
stamp from some locations; and it was only a stamp for SURFACE mail at best. 
However, it should, if current version, be accepted at currency exchange rate 
then in force at foreign post offices for equivalent postage. Most qsl senders 
use a $1 or even $2 now to get air mail reply, or a couple or more IRC's. A 
table of how many it takes for the postage of many countries is in the info 
pages of Callbook publication. Some hams still circulate old IRC's as a kind of 
currency for qsl purposes, and these old ones can still be used to send with 
qsl's but may not redeem as postage, so look at the age of the ones you want to

I haven't had time to check the expected impedance of a 3/4 wave loop, but I 
was allowing for the radiation resistance to be low, on the order of 70 ohms 
with reactance to be of a larger order of magnitude.

1.5 waves. For such a loop the feedpoint impedance is almost entirely 


resistive and falls in the 150 to 300 ohm range.

Well, I've been checking my audio and I think there's something 


wrong... When we were aligning the rig, we heard signals off a 40 meter 
beam, although the audio level was pretty low, with R8 all the way 
advanced and RF gain maxed as well. 


Similarly, adjusting C1 and C2 for a peak was a no-go--i.e., no 
peak was found. It's not a headphone problem (although I DID find a bad 
pair :-)), by the way. 

Has anyone else experienced this problem? 

Brian Pepperdine VE3VAW tells me that he believes that he 
installed a mispackaged T2 core (he thinks it might have been the same as 
the T1 core, a FT37-43, instead of a FT37-61), and that when he re-wound the 
toroid on a known core everything popped up quite nicely... 

Is there any relatively easy way I can troubleshoot this before 
pulling out the transformer and getting a new core? I saw a recent post 
about measuring the impedance on a coil, but I don't think I have the 
equipment. Any ideas??

First impressions. 
Works as billed. I have compared it to the internal filtering in the 
TS-130V. I have the regular SSB filter and a 1.8 khz. filter. I have the 
regular 500 hz. CW filter and the 250 hz. narrow CW filter. The narrow 
positions compare very favorably with the narrow positions on the Kenwood. 
Obviously, this is an audio filter and will not fix problems with strong 
signals in the passband that are hitting the AGC. But, it does knock down 
hetrodynes in the SSB mode. In fact, it can take out a CW signal at keying 
rates in the hetrodyne surpression modes. (You cannot use it in those modes 
for CW, obviously!) In CW mode, its a 3 position audio filter. 


Recommendation: 

At $50 its quite a bargain. As previously noted, at $80 its a pretty good 
buy, but when I heard about the sale, I ran to my local R/S. They had gotten 
two - sold one this afternoon, the last one to me tonight. If you want one, r 
un, don't walk to your store. 


Looks like the perfect in-shack companion to our current generation of 
homebuilts. It is NOT a low power, portable device! I think that it will 
dramatically improve the performance of my HR-2600 10 meter rig.
